OIL DECISION IS CAUSE

Railroad Officials Fear State 
and Government Litigation. 
Would Pursue Present‘ 
Arrangement. 


Reports were current in St. Louis, fi- 
nancial and. railroad circles Thursday 
that negotiations are under way for 
the sale or lease of the Wabash Rail- 
road to one of the Eastern trunk lines, 
probably the Lehigh Valley. 

The Wabash is controlled oy the Gould 
interests which also operate the Mis- 
souri Pacific, a competing line. 

Proceedings instituted by the Attor- 
ney-General’s office two years ago to 
annul the charter of those companies on 
the ground that they had formed an 
illega] combination ‘are still pending in 
the State Supreme Court. 

Since the Standard Oil deoclsion was 
returned large interests in the Wabash, 
according to railroad authorities, are 
said to desire a dissolution of its Mis- 
souri Pacific connections, fearing the 
possible effect of State and Government 
litigation. 

An Associated Press dispatch from 
New York says that coincident with the 
absorption of the Lehigh Valley stock, 
which has caused a big rise in the 
price of those securities on the Phila- 
delphia Stock Exchange, there have 
been numerous reports that the Rock 
Island Company would seek to connect 
the Lehigh Valley and the Rock Island 
by taking over the Wabash. 

No confirmation of this report,.how- 
ever, is obtainable in New York, the 
dispatch states. 

Rock Island Men in Lehigh. 

Announcement has been made at the 
offices of the Lehigh Valley Railroad 
in New York that William H., Moore, 
Daniel G. Reid and B.-.-Moore of the 
Rock Island would be elected directors 
of the Lehigh Valley at the annual 
meeting of the stockholders of that road, 
Jan. 18. 

Wabash preferred rose $4 a share, 
Wednesday, and is now selling at $58, 
although it pays no dividends. Re- 
cently it was quoted at $48 a share. 
The common stock of the company also 
has appreciated considerably during the 
past ten’days, but control of the prop- 
erty is said to rest in the preferred

Charles P. Williams - Resigns 
Against Wishes of His Fellow- 
Officials, 


Associdte City Counselor Charles P. 
Willams tendered his resignation 
Thursday to Mayor Kreismann, to be- 
come effective Jan. 1. He will open of- 
fices in the Rialto Building for the pri- 
vate practice of law. - 

“I have been in public life long enough 
said Williams. ‘The 
Salary I received has not been enough 
to make me rich. I think I owe it to 
myself to enter private practice while 
I still no older than 87 years.” 

Williams, a Mississippian, came to 8t. 
Louis 15 years ago. He. was elected 
Prosecuting Attorney in 1902 and re- 
signed in 1905, at the request of former 
Mayor Wells, to become Associate City 
Counselor. 

One of the best-known sults which he 
won for the city was that of Joseph 
W. Folk for a raise in salary, author- 
ized by the Legislature for the Circuit 
Attorney, while Folk was an incumbent 
of that office, Williams defeated the 
suit in the Circuit Court and it is now 
pending tn the Supreme Court.

COMMONS CALLS 
VOTE OF PEERS 
A USURPATION 


Adopts’ Premier’s Resolution 
Asserting Rejection of Bud- 
get Unconstitutional. ° 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 2.—The House of Com- 
mons, by a vote of 349 to. 134, today 
passed the resolution’ of Premier As- 
quith to the effect that in rejecting the 
Government budget bill, the House of 
Lords had committed a breach of the 
Constitution and usurped the rights of 
the House of Commons. 

Premier Asquith, anmounced in the 
House of Commons today that the Gov- 
ernment had advised King Edward to 
dissolve Parliament and that His 
Majesty had accepted the invitation. 

The Premier added that if the Lib- 
erals were returned to power, the first 
act of the Government would be the re- 
enactment of. all the taxes for which 
provision was made in the budget re- 
jected by the House of Lords. 

All the preliminaries to the great 
political battle were being cleared away 
this afternoon at Sandringham, where 
the King held a meeting with the privy 
council, during which he signed an order 
proroguing Parliament until Jan. 17, 
1910. 

The fixing of this date was a mere 
formality, as before that time the pres- 
ent house will have been dissolved. 

Liberal Issue Manifesto. 

The National Liberal Federation has 
issued a manifesto to the country, 
which may be regarded as a party rally 
for the elections. 

The manifesto declares the 
power of veto must be restricted. 

The center of interest today was the 
House of Commons, where Premier 
Asquith, on behalf of his government, 
delivered the reply tothe action of the 
lords withholding their consent upon 
the budget. 

The House was crowded with mem- 
bers and the galleries were filled with 
lords, diplomats and other distinguished 
personages. The ministers and union- 
ist leaders, including A. J. Bal)four, 
who had sufficiently recovered from an 
indisposition to take part in the debate, 
entered the chamber during the course

The total valua- 
tion of all the corporations of the United 
States for purposes of assessment are 
conservatively estimated by revenue of- 
ficials at $2,500,000,000. Exemptions ap- 
ply only to corporations formed for be- 
nevolent and charitable purposes. 

“In St. Louis, the heaviest toll will be 
Jevied against the public-service corpora- 
tions, including the United Railways Co., 
the Union Electric Light and Power Co., 
Laclede Gas Light Co. and the tele- 
phone companies.

CONTRACT QUESTIONED 


If It Is Legal, Linés Would Be 
Liable to Association 
for Damages, 


Reports emanating from the City Hall 
that the Frisco, Roek Island and Chi- 
eago & Eastern Illinois railroads will 
withdraw from the Terminal Associa- 
tion, as @ result of the Rock Island- 
Frisco dissolution, and use the free 
bridge in connection with the Manufac- 
turers ‘Railway, Will ‘be followed by a 
Council investigation to determine what 
railroads will’ of can use the bridge 
when it is completed. , 

Whether the railroads can withdraw 
from the Terminal and ‘use independent 
means of getting into and out of St. 
Louis is rendered doubtful by the terms 
of an agreement signed in 1902, by 
which the 14 proprietary lines are bound 
forever to use the Terminal Associa- 
tion’s facilities. 

The raiiroads could withdraw, lawyers 
say, but they would be lable to the As- 
sociation for damages for breach of con- 
tract, unless the contract is held to be 
illegal The Government in its suit 
against the Terminal Association 
charges that this contract is illegal. 

If the courts upheld the Government's 
contention, railroads desiring to with- 
draw from the agreement can do so 
without liability. 

Definite Information Sought. 
At a meeting in the Mayor’s office, 


ed to find out what railroads will use 
the Free Bridge. The administration 
desires to have some definite informa- 
tion on this. subject before proceeding 
with the construction of the railroad 
approaches. 
The Manufacturers’ Railway Co., pro- 
moted by the Busches, and granted an 
extensive’ franchise in South 8st. Louis, 
has offered to build certain approaches 
to' the Free Bridge. 
Adolphus Busch is one of the new 
owners of the Frisco railroad. The 
franchise was granted to Mr. Busch’s 
Manufacturers’ Railway on the repre- 
sentation that it would give St. Louis 
independent terminals. With Mr. 
Busch’s powerful financial influence in 
St. Louis ft is said he may be able to 
make an arrangement with the Frisco, 
Rock Island and Chicago & Eastern 
Illinois to use his terminals, which will 
be accessible only from the Free Bridge, 
unless a fourth bridge is constructed. 
Some of the other St. Louis interests 
in the Frisco Railroad are known to be 
friendly to the Terminal Association. 
Whether Mr. Busch will be able to 
demonstrate to the new owners of the 
road the advantages of using the free 


“| bridge is considered doubtful. 


Thomas H, West, one of the new 
directors of the Frisco, was one of the 
backers of a movement to have the city 
acquire the Eads Bridge for the free 
bridge, and permit the railroads to build 
a bridge at the foot.of Poplar street, a 
block north of the present site of the 
free bridge. 

Mr. West opposed the construction of 
the free bridge at the foot of Chouteau 
avenue. His idea was that the Eads 
Bridge would be much more useful to 
the city as a free highway between St. 
Louis and Hast St. Louis, and that a 
bridge at Poplar street would better 
serve the use of the railroads. Mr. West 
is one of the controlling factors in the 
St. Louis Trust Co., which is said to 
be largely interested in the Frisco. 

In the official announcement of the 
separation of the Frisco and Rock Is- 
land Yailroads it was explained that 
}they would maintain close trafic rela- 
tions. 

B. F, Yoakum, former chairman of the 
board of directors of the Rock Island- 
Frisco system, was elected chairman 
of the. board of directors of the Frisco 
in New York Wednesday after the 
formal dissolution. B. L. Winchell, for- 
mer president of the Rock Island-Frisco 
system, was elected president of the 
Frisco, 

. Both Mr. Winchell and Mr. Yoakum 
are St. Louis men and were identified 
with the Frisco before it was merged 
with the Rock Island. Mr. Yoakum was 
recently made one of the M., K. & T. 
directors. Edwin Hawiey has obtained 
control of the Katy, and while it is 
hot considered likely that the Frisco 
and Katy will be merged, being practi- 
cally parallel and competing lines, it is 
believed the Yoakum-Hawley alliance 
Will result in close traffic relations be- 
tween the two systems. 

Reports are current in raflroad circles 
that the Rock Island may get control 
of the Wabash and its Eastern connec- 
tions. The. Frisco has obtained control 
of the St. Louls, Brownsville & Mexico 
Railroad, promoted and built by St. 
Louis: capitalists, and will use that as 
& part of its Southwestern lines.

St. Louis directors of the Uorth Amer- 
ican Co. do not credit the report that 
John I. Beggs forced Wetmore out as 
president of the North American for re- 
vonge on account of the sale of the 
gas company. Beggs opposed both 
Campbell and Wetmore in the proposed 
plan to sell the gas company to the 
American Light and Traction Co., and 
the election of Campbell as president, 
jon account of a feeling developed at the 
sale, would hardly satisfy a man out 
for revenge, directors of the North 
American Co. say. 

Beggs left St. Louis, after his methods 
had made the utility corporations un- 
popular with the people. He resigned as 
president of the United Railways Co., 
the Union Electric Light and Power Co, 
and the gas company and returned to 
Milwaukee to live. 

Not Strong Enough. 


As he was practically forced to re- 
linquish the presidency of these corpo- 
rations, his former St. Louis associates 
de not credit him with sufficient power 
and influence in the North American 
Co. to drop Wetmore and elect Camp- 
bell. 

Mr. Campbell has himself long been 
the real financial power in the North 
American Co. Directors of the company 
say when Mr. Wetmore felt that his 
health would not permit him to longer 
centinue as head of the company, he 
decided to retire.
